Battle Airplane to Turkish Capital 
From London—German 
Headquar- 


ters and Turkisrf War; Office Bom- 
barded—Long Trip Made Without 
Engine Trouble of Any Kind. 


For the first time the amazing story 


of a British battle airplane's flight to 
Constantinople from London, and Us 
sequel in the bombardment of the Ger- 
man headquarters and the Turkish war 
office there was told by Mr. Handle? 
Page and Mr. Basil Johnson, of London, 
whose firm built the engines that flew 
the 2,000 miles without a hitch. 


leading up at Hendon, the machine, 


which with spares and luggage was 
more than six tons in weight, proceed- 
ed to Paris, Lyons, and, to avoid the 
Alps, continued by way of Marseilles. 
From Marseilles the journey was by 
wa,y of Spezzia to Pisa, Rome, Naples 
and Otranto, which was the last point 
over friendly country. The next, and 
perhaps thp most difficult stage of the 
journey, was over the Albanian Alps 
to Salonica, a trip of 250 miles across 
mountains varying from 8,000 to 10.000 
feet, with no suitable place for landing 
In case of need. 
* 


Off for Constantinople. 


Squadron Commander Savory, who 


was tho chief pilot, told him. said Mr. 
Handley Page, that they could see wild 
Bulgarian horsemen below, who were 
running about in every direction, wait- 
Ing for a chance to kill them if they 
came down. 


From 
Salonicn 
the 
adventurous 


party flew to their base, overhauled 
the machine, and prepared for a long- 
distance bombing expedition to Con- 
stantinople, a distance of about 320 
miles. 


On their attacking trip they set forth 


with 16 bombs, and on arriving at the 
Sea of Marmora throttled down from 
2,000 feet to 1,600 feet, the Golden 
Horn and other points being clearly in 
view. 


After a short survey of the lights of 


Constantinople, and in order to make 
sure of their objectives, they came 
down to 800 feet and dropped a salvo 
of four bombs, hoping to reach the 
Goeben, whirh was anchored just be- 
neath them. Unfortunately they missed 
the vessel, but managed to hit one or 
two submarines that were lying along- 
side her. 


Turning on their track, they made 


another attempt on the Goeben, and 
this time, In spite of the attentions of a 
number of Turkish and German anti- 
aircraft guns, managed to plant four 
bombs on the battleship. 


Then they flew up to n ship called 


the General, which was the headquar- 
ters of tho German staff, and dropped 
two bombs on her, to the great conster- 
nation of aaval and military officers 
assembled In her saloons. 


One more target, too tempting to be 


missed^ attracted the intrepid avia- 
tors, and they next made their way to 
that part of the town where the Turk- 
ish war office was situated and dropped 
two more of their bombs on thp build- 
ing. The Turkish official report on the 
latter Incident quaintly minimized mat- 
ters by saying: "The war office was not 
destroyed." 


Makes World Record. 


After half an hour's bombing of Con- 


stantinople they turned round nnd 
started back to their base, Flight 
Commander McLeUan relieving his 
chief in the steering. Thoy had not es- 
caped without damage, but even after 
one engine had been put out of action 
they were able to get away without 
serious damage from tho "band accom- 
paniment" of guns beloxv, which had 
paid them a quite 
uncomfortable 


amount of attention. 


On arriving hack at the base no 


fewer than 20 bullet holes were found 
In the machine. The journey to Con- 
stantinople and hack (G40 miles) occu- 
pied seven hours. 


Jlnndley Page said Engineer Lieuten- 


ant Rawlings, who was one of the 
party, reported that they had no trou- 
ble at ail with the engines, although 
the water In the radiator boiled on a 
vory hot day. He thought the flight, 
which constituted a world record for 
P.ritish airplanes, engines and aviators, 
show or! tho great possihilltips of aerial 
long distance bombing expeditions dur- 
ing the war. and also that there wore 
great possibilities for mail and freight 
carrying in times of peace.

MAY USE KENTUCKY STONE 


Product of Blue Grass State Believed 


as Good and Cheap as Bavarian 


Article. 


It Is believed tliat after the war Is 


"over lithographic stone quarried la 
Kentucky may be put on the mar- 
ket as cheaply as the Bavarian stone 
which has been the principal source 
of supply for a long time. 
Small 


quantities of the Kentucky stone have 
been sold already, but the high cost.of 
labor In this country and the difficulty 
of working the stone have kept It out 
of serious competition -with the foreign 
product. 


The European stone occurs In thin 


layers, which require little but planinp 
and polishing after being removed 
from the quarry. The American stone 
is in beds from three to ten feet thick 
and must be sawod into thin layers be- 
fore it is ready for use. 


The Bavarian quarries have been 


worked so lonp; that vast piles of waste 
liave accumulated that must be moved 
from time to time, thus adding to the 
cost of production. 
The American 


quarrlps have found a market for the 
crushed refuse from their quarries, 
and this by-product helps reduce the 
cost. 


The better grades of lithographic 


stone bring five to six cents a pound 
for slabs ten by twelve Inches and 
the poorer grades a cent and a half a 
pound.
